Unless  some  members  of  that 
class  speedily  earn  an  election  to  the  Board, 
the  outlook  for  the  organ  of  the  students  of 
the  Lehigh  University  in  its  future  career  is 
not  promising. 

X T is  with  sincere  regret  that  we  announce 
the  death  of  Walter  Frederick  Burden, 
’91.  Mr.  Burden  returned  from  the  vacation, 
feeling  rather  unwell  and  was  soon  after  taken 
ill  with  typhoid  fever.  He  was  removed  to  St. 
Luke’s  Hospital,  where  he  died  early  Wednes- 
day morning.  By  this  untimely  death  the 
University  has  lost  one  who  bade  fair  to  be- 
come an  honor  to  his  Alma  Mater,  and  the 
members  of  '91  an  esteemed  classmate.  To

his  sorrowing  family  we  offer  our  heartiest 
sympathy. 

TT  is  customary  that  the  Seniors  be  excused 
from  attendance  at  Chapel  after  Easter. 
This  privilege  has  always  been  thoroughly 
appreciated,  especially  when  Easter  happened 
to  come  at  as  early  a date  as  it  can.  Last  year, 
’Eighty-eight  were  fortunate  in  that  the  end  of 
Lent  came  on  the  first  day  of  April.  This  year, 
the  Senior  class  will  wait  twenty-one  days 
later  before  they  are  in  enjoyment  of  the 
privilege.  Hence  it  would  seem  only  just  that 
some  fixed  date  be  assigned,  after  which  attend- 
ance at  chapel  would  be  voluntary.  The  pro- 
priety of  this  is  so  obvious  that  the  authorities 
will  no  doubt  name  some  time,-  and  The  Burr 
would  suggest  April  1st,  when  the  custom  may 
go  into  effect. 

MEAGRE  beginning  has  been  made  in 
the  matter  of  electives  by  virtue  of 
which,  those  Sophomore  Classicals,  who  do  not 
; desire  to  pursue  the  study  of  Calculus,  may  take 
up  work  in  English,  Greek  or  Latin.  This  is 
something  The  Burr  has  long  advocated,  and 
we  are  thankful  that  the  Faculty  has  at  last 
decided  to  move  a trifle  out  of  the  old  rut  and 
display  even  this  slight  tendency  toward  more 
liberal  views  in  respect  to  the  studies  in  the 
School  of  Literature.  We  sincerely  hope  that 
the  system  of  elective  courses  will  be  gradu- 
ally extended  so  as  eventually  to  be  offered  to 
the  technical  men  so  far  as  practicable. 


^pHE  editors  enter  upon  the  second  period 
of  their  Work,  persuaded  that  the  first 
six  numbers  of  this  volume  of  The  Burr  were 
at  least  up  to  the  standard  of  former  years. 
They  will  endeavor  during  the  coming  term  to 
to  keep  on  in  the  way  they  have  started.  Their 
efforts  thus  far  have  been  very  poorly  supported 
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by  the  college  at  large;  the  subscription  list 
contains  a very  small  percentage  of  the  names 
of  our  undergraduates.  The  Burr  will  be 
offered  for  t-he  remainder  of  the  year  for  one 
dollar.  Jn  the  matter  of  contributions  enough 
has  already  been  said.  So  little  has  been  done 
in  this  regard,  that  the  Board  would  not  be 
justified  in  filling  any  of  the  four  vacancies 
now  existing,  three  in  the  Junior  and  one  in  the 
Sophomore  class.  Unless  some  good  work  is 
done  during  the  next  few  months,  we  will  be 
entirely  at  a loss  as  to  whom  we  may  elect  as 
our  successors ; and  The  Burr,  in  which  every 
Lehigh  man  should  take  a pride  and  interest, 
will  consequently  suffer. 

* I HOWARD  the  close  of  last  term,  the 
greatest  dissatisfaction  was  manifest  on 
the  part  of  our  students  with  the  comparatively 
new  rule  which  withholds  from  them  the  results 
of  each  week’s  work,  as  determined  by  the 
marks.  It  is  supposed  that  the  sole  motive 
for  its  adoption  was  the  annoyance  to  which 
professors  and  instructors  have  been  subjected 
by  men  coming  to  them  questioning  the  justice 
of  their  marks;  and  in  some  cases  this  must 
have  been  very  troublesome.  We  think  it 
might  be  well  to  rescind  this  rule,  and  allow 
the  weekly  marks  to  be  given  out,  with  the 
proviso  that  they  are  to  be  accepted  without 
question,  except  in  the  case  of  an  evident  gross 
mistake  on  the  part  of  the  instructor.  The 
arguments  in  favor  of  acquainting  the  student 
with  the  reward  of  his  weekly  work  are  only 
too  obvious,  and  need  not  be  rehearsed  here. 
In  urging  the  recall  of  the  rule,  we  voice  the 
desire  of  a large  majority  of  our  students,  and 
feel  justified  in  so  doing,  from  having  carefully 
observed  the  results  of  its  workings. 

^ I ^HE  suggestions  which  have  been  recent- 
ly  made  by  the  Rector  and  the  President 
as  to  more  hearty  responses  in  the  Chapel 
exercises,  should  be  taken  to  heart  by  every 
student  of  the  University.  We  consider  the 
question  of  compulsory  chapel  to  be  an  open 


one,  for  it  sometimes  appears  that  no  very 
great  influence  for  good  results  from  compell- 
ing men  to  take  part  in  religious  services 
against  their  will  and  natural  inclinations.  But 
in  our  own  case,  it  is  simply  another  instance 
of  “a  condition  and  not  a theory,”  and  it  is  our 
duty  to  enter  into  the  services  with  earnestness 
at  least.  It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  in- 
difference and  apathy  in  our  daily  Chapel  wor- 
ship may  be  productive  of  far  more  serious  re- 
sults to  ourselves  than  we  may  now  imagine.  If 
we  may  believe  the  testimony  of  visitors,  the  ef- 
fect of  vvhat  would  otherwise  be  a beautiful  ser- 
vice is  greatly  marred  by  the  lack  of  proper 
spirit  in  the  singing  and  responses.  We  may 
therefore  judge  of  the  influence  upon  our  own 
minds  caused  by  the  daily  repetition  of  a life- 
less and  indifferent  Chapel  exercise.  Let  us 
wake  up  to  the  desirability  of  establishing  a 
good  precedent  in  this  respect. 

T T has  always  been  a source  of  speculation 
why  Lehigh,  with  excellent  foot-ball  and 
lacrosse  teams,  never  amounted  to  anything  in 
base-ball.  At  the  opening  of  almost  every 
season,  we  think  that  the  time  has  come  when 
we  will  be  able  to  move  out  of  the  back  seats 
and  show  that  we  can  do  something  after  all ; 
but  the  result  has  inevitably  indicated  that  we 
were  wrong,  and  to-day  Lehigh  is  practically 
in  the  same  rank  she  was  years  ago.  In 
making  this  • statement  v/e  recollect  perfectly 
that  last  year  the  team  was  a trifle  better  than 
is  usually  the  case,  and  a few  more  games 
were  recorded  to  our  credit  than  heretofore; 
but  the  fact  still  remains  that  in  collegiate  base- 
ball we  are  a nonentity.  It  devolves,  then, 
upon  the  team  for  1889  to  fulfill  the  desire 
that  we  should  take  the  place  in  base-ball  that 
we  deserve.  They  have,  as  most  excellent  ex- 
amples, the  brilliant  work  of  the  other  two 
teams,  of  which  we  all  feel  proud — and  with 
reason.  It  will  be  necessary  for  base-ball  men 
to  settle  down  to  work  immediately,  to  apply 
themselves  assiduously  to  their  task, and  develop 
to  the  utmost  whatever  talent  there  may  be 
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in  our  midst.  If  the  University  sees  that  the 
men  are  working  conscientiously,  with  the  : 
advancement  of  our  base-ball  interests  ever  at 
heart,  there  is  little  doubt  but  that  enthusiastic 
support  will  be  accorded  the  team,  and  at  the 
close  of  the  season  we  will  be  able  to  look 
back  and  review  the  records  with  some  degree 
of  satisfaction. 

THE  GOSSIP. 

npHERE  have  come  within  the  notice  of 
The  Gossip  one  or  two  criticisms  of 
The  Burr  by  papers  published  in  southern 
colleges,  which  complain  that  our  journal  is 
scarcely  interesting  to  any  one  not  connected 
with  the  University — that  there  is  no  literary 
matter,  and  especially  that  too  much  attention 
is  devoted  to  athletics.  If  the  editors  of  these 
sheets  were  only  aware  that  the  desire  of  The 
Burr  Board  is  to  make  the  organ  of  our  stu- 
dents essentially  a college  news- paper,  and 
that,  in  carrying  out  this  desire,  they  receive 
the  approval  of  the  college,  perhaps  the  criti- 
cisms would  partake  of  a different  tone.  It 
might  be  well  to  state  for  the  benefit  of  such 
other  papers  as  intend  making  comments  of  a 
similar  nature,  that  The  Burr  is  published,  as 
The  Gossip  takes  it,  in  such  a way  and  con- 
tains such  matter  as  the  requirements  of  Le- 
high men  demand.  Here  at  Lehigh  we  are 
not  especially  literary ; the  great  majority  of 
our  students  are  technical  men,  and  in  view  of 
this  fact  The  Burr  does  not  make  any  at- 
tempt to  encumber  the  pages  with  laborious 
articles  of  a more  or  less  literary  character, 
such  as  many  of  its  southern  and  western  con- 
temporaries do,  but  adheres,  as  closely  as  may 
be,  to  the  plan  of  presenting  little  more  or  less 
than  the  news,  together  with  such  comments 
and  suggestions  as  may  from  time  to  time  be 
deemed  expedient.  When  students  desire  im- 
provement and  diversion  in  a literary  way  they 
are  not  apt  to  search  through  the  columns  of 
a college  magazine  for  aid.  If  some  very  en- 
terprising persons,  who  might  be  willing  to 
work  hard  and  have  little  aversion  to  sinking 


some  money,  should  start  a semi-weekly  or 
even  weekly  sheet,  the  editors  of  The  Burr, 
being  relieved  of  the  necessity  of  publishing 
news,  might  devote  themselves  to  literary  ar- 
ticles ; but  until  such  occurs,  The  Burr  will 
probably  remain  as  it  is. 

* * * 

As  The  Gossip  was  going  past  Fourth  street 
the  other  day  he  accidentally  overheard  a lit- 
tle conversation  between  a very  tired  looking 
man  and  a certain  young  fellow  of  his  ac- 
quaintance. The  man,  presumably  a creditor, 
was  saying  to  our  friend : “ Look  here,  Mr. 

, this  has  gone  far  enough.  I want 

some  money,”  and  he  received  the  reply  : 
“ Why,  how  odd,  that’s  my  case  exactly,  I as- 
sure you,  only  you  can’t  want  the  money  half 
as  much  as  I do.  But  don’t  say  a word,  please. 
I am  sick  and  faint.  Like  that  bill,  I feel  un- 
settled, very  unsettled,”  and  as  The  Gossip 
turned  the  corner  he  saw  the  old  man  slink 
away  with  a tired  look,  born  of  despair,  and 
saw  the  young  man  walk  rapidly  from  him 
with  an  air  of  injured  innocence.  The  Gossip 
would  advise  his  friend  not  to  drive  a poor 
man  to  suicide,  even  if  he  is  a dun,  by  such 
old  jokes  and  such  exhibition  of  nerve.

At  every  Christmas  examination,  it  is  sur- 
prising how  much  flunking  is  done  in  the 
Freshman  class.  This  year  a large  number  of 
Freshmen  failed  in  one  of  the  easiest  subjects 
included  in  the  curriculum,  whether  from  the 
fact  that  there  was  a lack  of  sufficient  attention 
to  it  or  the  plan  used  in  marking  the  examina- 
tion papers  was  defective.  The  latter  con- 
sideration would  not  be  for  an  instant  enter- 
tained if  it  were  not  that  The  Gossip  heard  sev- 
eral Freshmen  comparing  notes  after  the  ex- 
amination, coming  to  the  conclusion  that  their 
papers  were  almost  identically  the  same,  and 
afterwards  expressing  their  astonishment  when 
it  was  learned  that  some  had  passed  with  a 
good  mark  and  the  others  flunked  on  remark- 
| ably  low  ones.  It  would  seem  that  the  annual 
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“ culling  out”  in  the  Freshman  class  might  be 
avoided  by  observing  greater  care  in  the  ad- 
mission of  applicants.  So  many  men  come 
here  without  adequate  preparation,  manage  by 
heroic  efforts  to  stumble  through  their  en- 
trance examinations  and  then  are  tripped  up 
at  Christmas.  It  would  do  no  harm  to  raise 
the  requirements  for  admission  a little,  especi- 
ally in  Mathematics,  necessitating  greater  prep- 
aration, and  thereby  increasing  the  average  age 
of  entrance;  and  thus  spate  so  many  the  hu- 
mility of  learning  at  the  end  of  the  first  term 
that  a year  or  more  in  a preparatory  school 
would  have  been  profitably  spent. 

* * * 

It  is  a matter  of  congratulation  that  the 
University  was  able  to  secure  as  successors  to 
Professors  Lamberton  and  Johnson  two  such 
excellent  men  as  the  present  occupants  of  the 
chairs  of  Greek  and  Latin.  Both  Professor 
Robinson  and  Professor  Hyde  entered  upon 
the  work  before  them  with  zeal  and  enthusi- 
asm and  there  is  every  reason  to  believe,  that 
with  the  necessary  remodeling  of  the  classical 
courses,  the  literary  department  will  be  able  to 
hold  its  own  with  the  other  departments  of  the 
University.  The  efforts  of  these  professors  to 
organize  a Classical  Club  should  be  met  by  the 
men  to  be  benefited  thereby  in  a manner  that 
will  show  a desire  to  work  their  share  in  the 
i mprovement. 

* * * 

The  Gossip  is  sure  that  the  University  looks 
forward  with  eagerness  to  the  entertainment 
which  the  various  musical  and  dramatic  clubs 
will  give  us  during  the  Winter.  Last  year 
the  success  of  their  efforts  was  so  great  and  so 
much  pleasure  was  derived  by  everyone  that 
the  members  of  these  organizations  will  be 
thoroughly  alive  to  the  incentive  for  even  a 
superior  exhibition  of  their  talents  this  year. 
Let  the  Glee,  Banjo,  and  Mustard  and  Cheese 
Clubs  continue  their  good  work  and  give  us 
some  solid  amusement  before  Lent. 


THE  GAME  OF  LACROSSE. 

"X  7UTHIN  the  past  few  years,  Lacrosse 
^ l°ng  the  National  Game  of  Canada, 
has  been  steadily  winning  its  way  high  in  the 
favor  of  athletes  in  the  United  States,  in  spite 
of  all  the  opposition  and  ridicule  it  has  re- 
ceived from  the  adherents  of  older  established 
sports,  and  in  spite  of  its  being  declared  un- 
scientific and  not  at  all  gentlemanly,  by  those 
whose  notions  were  rather  prudish.  Lacrosse 
has  many  advantages  over  other  games;  it  is 
one  of  the  cheapest,  requiring  merely  a single 
lacrosse  stick  and  simple  running  gear.  The 
muscular  action  being  confined  to  no  particu- 
lary  part,  the  developement  of  the  muscles  is 
very  great;  and  at  the  same  time  there  is  suffi- 
cient excitement  about  it  to  make  it  the  most 
fascinating  of  games.  It  developes  self-reli- 
ance, awakens  the  energies  and  is  so  simple 
that  its  principles  may  be  mastered  in  a short 
time,  though  to  excel  in  it  requires  careful  and 
steady  practice,  which  not  only  acts  health- 
fully on  the  body,  but  produces  an  exhilarat- 


ing effect  on  the  mind. 


Since  Lehigh  has  ob- 


tained an  entrance  into  the  Inter-collegiate 
Lacrosse  Association,  and  a greater  interest 
has  been  manifested  in  this  particular  branch 
of  athletics,  a short  sketch  of  the  history  of 
the  game  might  prove  acceptable. 

Lacrosse,  or  Bagataway,  as  it  was  originally 
called,  is  an  Indian  game.  It  was  used  by  the 
first  players  not  only  as  a means  of  amuse- 
ment, but  more  especially  as  a training  school 
for  the  young  warriors  of  the  tribe  to  accustom 
them  to  the  rapid  movements  and  the  con- 
stant watchfulness  necessary  on  the  war-path. 
The  original  Crosse  seems  to  have  been  of  a 
very  different  shape  than  the  one  at  present 
used  and  was  shaped  differently  in  different 
tribes;  with  most,  it  was  about  three  feet  long, 
bent  into  an  oblong  hoop  at  one  end,  large 
enough  to  hold  the  ball.  The  net  work  of  the 
hoop  was  generally  three  inches  long  and  two 
wide.  Among  the  Chocktaws,  Cherokees, 
Creeks,  etc.,  each  player  used  two  sticks,  one 
in  each  hand,  the  ball  being  caught  and 
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carried  between  them.  This  was  a far  easier 
way  of  playing  than  when  but  one  stick  was 
used.  In  picking  up  the  ball,  it  was  almost 
covered  by  the  hoop  and  by  a peculiar  twist 
of  the  wrist  and  arm,  from  left  to  right,  scooped 
up  in  one  motion.  The  Indians  dodged  very 
little,  which  seems  rather  remarkable,  consider- 
ing the  shape  of  the  stick,  the  concavity  of 
the  netting,  and  the  smallness  of  the  hoop 
which  held  the  ball.  The  latter  was  about  the 
size  of  a tennis  ball,  first  made  of  deerskin  or 
raw  hide,  stuffed  with  hair  and  sewed  with 
sinews.  The  distance  between  the  goals  varied 
in  proportion  to  the  number  of  players,  from 
five  hundred  yards  to  a mile  and  a halt,  and 
more.  When  only  one  flag  pole  was  used  as 
goal,  it  was  counted  game  by  merely  putting 
the  ball  past  the  line  of  the  pole,  although,  in 
some  tribes,  the  ball  was  required  to  strike  the 
pole  before  game  could  be  counted.  The 
umpires  were  generally  the  old  medicine  men 
of  the  tribe — and  their  decisions  were  invari- 
ably final.  Their  matches  were  not  decided 
like  ours,  by  the  winning  of  a certain  number 
ot  goals,  but  sometimes  lasted  for  days  together 
— wonderful  trials  of  strength  and  endurance, 
as  well  as  of  skill. 

Lacrosse  was  first  adopted  by  the  Whites, 
by  the  organization  of  a club  in  Montreal, 
Can.,  about  forty-five  years  ago ; but  from  the 
year  1 860  may  be  dated  the  rise  of  the  game. 
Since  that  time  it  has  been  greatly  improved 
and  developed,  and  is  now  rapidly  advancing 
in  popularity  in  this  country.

THE  FUNERAL  SERVICES. 

LL  University  exercises  were  suspended 
on  Thursday  afternoon  out  of  respect 
to  the  memory  of  our  late  fellow  student, 
Walter  F.  Burden,  ’91  ; and  the  funeral  ser- 
vices, held  in  the  church  at  2:30,  were  largely 
attended.  The  members  of  the  local  chapter 
of  Phi  Delta  Theta  escorted  the  remains  to  the 
church  and  they  were  borne  within  by  a com- 
mittee of  Sophomores,  H.  T.  Morris,  Beau- 
mont, Barrios,  Eavenson,  Whitney  and  Tate. 
After  the  reading  by  the  chaplain  of  the  beauti- 
ful burial  service  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  the 
body  was  taken  to  the  depot,  the  whole  Sopho- 
more Class  acting  as  an  escort,  and  forwarded 
to  his  home  in  Washington,  D.  C.  Throop, 
’89,  and  Coats,  ’90,  represented  the  Fraternity, 
and  Zahniser  and  Eavenson  the  Sophomore 
Class,  at  the  burial,  which  took  place  in  Wash- 
ington. 
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SOME  OLD  COLLEGE  CUSTOMS. 

T N comparing  the  rules  which  govern 
modern  college  life  with  those  that  were 
in  force  in  the  eighteenth  century,  we  are  as- 
tonished to  find  how  great  a freedom  the 
present  college  student  enjoys,  or  rather  how 
great  were  the  restrictions  that  were  imposed 
upon  students  four  or  five  generations  back. 
The  spirit  of  liberality  has  made  just  as  much 
progress  in  the  collegiate  world  as  in  any  line 
of  thought  or  action.  In  reading  the  laws  of 
Harvard  College  that  were  enacted  to  govern 
its  students  somewhat  more  than  one  hundred 
and  fifty  years  ago,  we  are  forcibly  reminded 
of  the  old  Blue  Laws  of  Connecticut. 

The  rules  in  regard  to  attendance  at  chapel 
were  especially  rigorous.  We  read  that  “if 
any  Undergraduate  comes  tardy  to  prayers 
(without  sufficient  reason)  he  shall  be  fined 
two  pence  each  time,  and  if  he  is  absent  from 
prayers  he  shall  be  fined  four  pence.”  The 
authorities  evidently  thought  that  the  best 
way  to  make  a student  prompt  was  to  make 
him  forego  such  luxuries  as  money  could  pur- 
chase. 

Reading  further,  we  find  this  clause:  “Who- 
soever shall  profane  the  Lord’s  Day  by  un- 
necessary business,  or  visiting,  walking  on  the 
Common,  or  in  the  streets  or  fields,  in  the 
town  of  Cambridge,  or  by  any  sort  of  diversion 
before  sunset,  shall  be  fined  not  exceeding  ten 
shillings.”  The  plain  English  of  this  is  that  if 
a student  shall  be  caught  walking  in  the  public 
park  or  in  the  fields  on  some  pleasant  Sunday, 
he  is  fined  two  dollars  and  a half. 

Such  were  the  notions  of  our  forefathers  in 
regard  to  the  religious  training  of  their  sons, 
and  they  carefully  adhered  to  them.  They 
were  also  liberal  in  the  matter  of  fines  for 
other  offences.  If  a student  ventured  into  a 
hotel  or  saloon,  if  he  indulged  in  profanity,  or 
if  he  was  caught  playing  at  cards  or  dice,  he 
had  to  pay  a fine  of  from  five  to  twenty  shil- 
lings. 


In  addition  to  these  fines  the  authorities 
were  not  averse  to  corporal  punishment  in  ex- 
treme cases,  as  the  following  rule  will  show. 
“Notwithstanding  the  preceding  pecuniary 
mulets,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  President, 
Tutors  or  Professors,  to  punish  Undergradu- 
ates by  boxing,  when  they  shall  judge  the 
the  nature  or  circumstances  of  the  offence  call 
for  it.” 

Taking  all  these  together,  we  come  to  the 
conclusion  that  the  student  of  those  early  days 
was  regarded  as  incapable  of  behaving  himself 
of  his  own  accord,  and  as  being  badly  in  need 
of  artificial  restraint. 


ADDITIONS  TO  THE  FACULTY. 

1 PROFESSOR  Edmund  Morris  Hyde, 
A.  M.,  Ph.  D.,  has  been  appointed  to  fill 
the  Chair  of  the  Latin  Language  and  Litera- 
ture. which  Professor  Johnson’s  resignation 
had  left  vacant.  Professor  Hyde  graduated 
from  Trinity  College  in  the  Class  of  ’73,  re- 
ceiving his  Master's  degree.  He  went  to  Yale, 
to  pursue  a course  of  study  in  languages, 
and  received  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philoso- 
phy from  that  institution  in  1882.  He  became 
Professor  of  Latin  at  the  Pennsylvania  Mili- 
tary Academy,  and  in  1884,  went  to  the 
University  of  Leipsic,  Germany,  where  he 
engaged  in  philological  studies.  He  visited 
Italy,  spending  some  time  in  Rome,  where  he 
continued  in  this  work.  He  has  been  Profes- 
sor of  Latin  at  Ursinus  College  for  the  last  two 
years,  and  resigned  this  position  to  accept 
the  same  one  here. 

J.  F.  Merkle,  C.  E.,  ’84,  has  been  appointed 
Instructor  in  Civil  Engineering.  After  gradu- 
ation, Mr.  Merkle  accepted  a position  on  the 
Pennsylvania  Railroad,  and  afterwards  was  As- 
sistant to  the  Geologist  of  the  Pittsburg  Con- 
solidated Gas  Company. 

S.  C.  Hazleton,  E.  M.,  '86,  who,  last  year, 
was  Instructor  in  the  department  of  Miner- 
alogy and  Metallurgy,  has  been  appointed  In- 
structor in  the  Mining  department.

CHEMICAL  SOCIETY  MEETING. 

MEETING  of  the  Chemical  Society 
was  held  January  2 1st,  in  the  small 
lecture  room  at  the  Laboratory.  The  follow- 
ing officers  were  elected  to  serve  the  present 
term;  Vice-President,  C.  H.  Miller,  ’89;  Sec- 
retary, W.  P.  Cleveland,  ’90;  Treasurer,  J.  L. 
Budd,  ’89;  Librarian,  E.  H.  DuVivier,  ’89; 
Curator,  W.  D.  Matheson,  ’91.  The  society 
adopted  a very  handsome  pin  in  the  shape  of 
a scroll  about  the  size  of  a ten  cent  piece.  The 
scroll  is  made  of  14  k.  gold  with  the  name  and 
date  of  founding  of  the  society  in  enameled 
letters.  In  the  centre  of  the  pin  is  engraved 
an  evolution  flask. 

DuVivier,  ’89,  read  a very  interesting  paper 
on  the  isolation  of  fluorine,  illustrating  the 
different  stages  of  the  operation. 

Warriner,  ’90,  was  elected  to  membership 
and  several  members  of  the  lower  classes  were 
proposed,  whose  names  will  be  balloted  upon 
at  the  next  meeting. 

Although  many  organizations  for  scientific 
research  and  development  at  Lehigh  are  in  a 
stagnant  state,  the  Chemical  Society  is  in  a 
flourishing  condition.  It  holds  regular  meet- 
ings, which  are  well  attended,  and  the  interest 
manifested  in  the  society  by  its  members  proves 
conclusively  the  prosperous  life  which  it  is  at 
present  enjoying.  Prof.  Chandler  and  the  in- 
structors in  the  Chemical  department  are  mem- 
bers of  the  society,  and  the  regular  attendance 
of  some  one  of  this  corps,  enhances  the  interest 
manifested  in  the  society  to  a very  appreciable 
degree.

The 
third  chapter  is  an  attempt  to  describe  a ball 
in  the  gymnasium ; but  why  such  a scene  is 
introduced  is  a question,  except  from  the  mere 
fact  that  the  heroine  appears  in  it, though  nothing 
occurs  to  influence,  in  the  slightest,  the  thread 
of  the  narrative.  The  book  abounds  in  unique 
expressions ; the  conversations  and  soliloquies 
are  in  the  main  light  and  unnatural,  while  the 
few  love  scenes  are  devoid  of  spirit  and  reality. 
The  dedication  “to  all  the  devoted,  struggling 
for  the  belief  that  she  or  he  belonging  to  him 
or  her  is  a real  possession,”  is  appropriate 
though  curious.  “ Eternally  Wed  ” may  be 
procured  at  Klose’s  bookstores.

— In  the  Inter-collegiate  lacrosse  matches 
this  Spring,  Lehigh’s  games  with  Harvard  and 
New  York  University  will  be  played  on  our 
own  grounds,  and  those  with  Princeton  and 
Stevens  at  Princeton  and  Hoboken  respective- 
ly. Games  with  Johns  Hopkins,  Druids  of 
Baltimore,  Maple  Leafs  of  Philadelphia,  and 
Rutgers  have  been  asked  for. 

— The  officers  of  the  two  teams  which  will 
represent  Lehigh  this  Spring,  have  started 
energetically  to  work,  and  already  have  the 
men  training.  Those  trying  for  the  positions 
of  pitcher  and  catcher  on  the  base-ball  team 
will  use  the  cage,  and  the  remainder  will  meet 
in  the  Gymnasium  on  Tuesdays  and  Thurs- 
days. The  lacrosse  men  will  practice  in  the 
Gym.  on  Mondays,  Wednesdays  and  Fridays. 

— In  order  that  the  best  methods  for  advanc- 
ing the  interest  of  scientific  societies  at  Lehigh 
may  be  determined,  a committee,  consisting  of 
the  president  and  two  other  members  of  these 
societies  now  existing,  has  been  appointed 
for  this  purpose.  The  members  from  the 
Mining  Club  are  L.  P.  Gaston,  ’88,  C.  Walker, 
’89  and  C.  E.  Coxe,  ’90.  From  the  Engineer- 
ing were  appointed  J.  R.  Villalon,  89,  L.  C. 
Taylor,  ’89,  and  S.  W.  Frescoln,  ’88. 

— An  article  on  foot-ball  in  the  last  Outing , 
sustained  Lehigh  in  our  claims  to  the  football 
championship  of  Pennsylvania  for  1888.  The 
account  stated  that  although  in  games  won  and 
lost,  Lehigh  was  tied  with  the  University  of 
Pennsylvania,  still,  as  Lehigh  had  defeated  last 
year’s  champions,  Lafayette,  in  both  games 
and  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  had  gained 
but  one  of  the  two  games  played,  our  claims 
appeared  to  be  the  more  just. 

— Professor  Hyde  will  give  a course  of  lec- 
tures, one  a week  throughout  the  term,  on  the 
subject  of  Roman  Antiquities,  provided  enough 
of  the  literary  men  in  the  three  upper  classes 
will  agree  to  attend.  This  course  is  extra  and 
entirely  voluntary,  both  on  the  part  of  the  Pro- 
fessor and  of  the  students.  As  this  will  be  an 
interesting  and  valuable  course,  the  students 
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should  attend  in  numbers  large  enough  to 
make  it  worth  the  Professor’s  while  to  give  the 
lectures. 

— In  the  December  number  of  the  Phi  Delta 
Theta  Scroll , appears  a review  of  college  annuals, 
by  Dr.  J.  E.  Brown,  the  Secretary  of  the  General 
Council  of  the  Fraternity.  The  publications  re- 
ceived by  him  and  covered  by  his  review  were 
The  Palladium,  University  of  Michigan  ; The 
Mirage,  De  Pauw  University;  The  Blue  and 
Gold,  University  of  California;  The  Melange, 
Lafayette;  The  Comet,  Vanderbilt  University; 
The  Kaldron,  Allegheny;  The  Gopher,  Uni- 
versity of  Minnesota  ; The  Makio,  Ohio  State 
University;  The  Garnet,  Union;  The  Micro- 
cosm, College  of  the  City  of  New  York  ; The 
Aegis,  Dartmouth;  The  Epitome,  Lehigh;  and 
The  Olio,  Amherst.  We  quote  a portion  of 
his  comments  on  the  Epitome,  as  being  of  in- 
terest to  all  of  our  students,  particularly  the 
members  of  the  ’89  board  of  editors.  Dr.  Brown 
says  : “ An  epitome  is  defined  as  a ‘ brief  sum- 
mary,’ but  the  Lehigh  Epitome  is  the  bulkiest 
annual  of  all  we  have  received.  It  is  a most 
creditable  aggregation  of  valuable  data.  There 
is  not  such  an  abundance  of  literary  matter, 
but  it  possesses  several  features  which  entitle 
it  to  a place  first  among  those  reviewed.  So 
full  of  good  sense  is  its  preface  that  we  give  it 
in  full."  Then  follows  the  preface  of  our  last 
Epitome,  supplemented  by  extracts  from  the 
statistical  portion,  and  further  remarks  of  a 
complimentary  character  concerning  the  book 
itself.  The  comments  are  very  interesting  as 
representing  an  impartial  estimate  of  our  an- 
nual compared  with  those  of  other  prominent 
colleges  of  the  country,  and  there  is  every  rea- 
son to  believe  that  last  year’s  Epitome  was  in 
most  respects  far  above  the  average  of  other 
publications  of  a similar  character. 

— Very  earnest  efforts  are  now  being  made 
in  behalf  of  the  American  exhibit  for  Sec.  8 of 
the  Paris  Exposition,  which  includes  all  meth- 
ods and  details  relating  to  the  institutions  for 
the  higher  education  of  men  and  women 


throughout  the  world.  The  committee  hav- 
ing the  matter  in  charge  state  that  it  is  desir- 
able to  have  as  many  photographs  of  build- 
ings, faculties,  classes,  societies,  boat  clubs, 
etc.,  as  possible,  collected  and  arranged  in  the 
exhibit,  and  the  suggestion  is  very  properly 
made  that  this  is  a work  which  should  receive 
the  attention  of  the  college  students  them- 
selves. In  a letter  to  The  Burr,  Professor  C. 
Wellman  Parks,  of  Rensselaer  Polytechnic  In- 
stitute, Troy,  N.  Y.,  makes  the  following  re- 
marks concerning  the  enterprise  : “ We  sug- 
gest that  the  students  vote  a tax  of  twenty-five 
cents  per  student,  or  subscribe  a sufficient 
amount,  which  shall  be  used  in  procuring  such 
photographs,  in  forwarding  them  to  me,  and 
by  me  in  framing  and  arranging  them  in  Paris. 
This  amount  for  framing  and  arranging  need 
not  amount  to  more  than  a couple  of  dollars 
per  picture,  as  very  nice  frames  can  be  secured 
for  that  price  for  such  sizes  of  pictures  as  are 
likely  to  be  furnished.  It  is  desirable  that  the 
framing  be  left  to  me  in  order  that  the  exhibit 
be  more  harmonious.  *****  Your 
class  colors  and  coat  of  arms  should  also  be 
sent.”  The  Burr  would  suggest  that  the 
presidents  of  the  different  classes  should  call 
meetings  to  consider  this  question  of  being 
represented  at  the  Paris  Exposition.  The  ex- 
pense would  not  be  great  for  such  pictures, 
etc.,  as  might  be  sent,  and  probably  the  easiest 
way  to  get  the  money  would  be  to  set  aside 
appropriations  from  the  class  treasuries.  Any 
further  information  may  be  obtained  from  Pro- 
fessor Parks.

Harvard  University  is  losing  prestige  ” at- 
tributes it  to  the  interference  of  the  Faculty  in 
athletic  affairs. 

— Steps  are  being  taken  towards  the  organi- 
zation of  a new  base-ball  league,  to  include  the 
University  of  Pennsylvania,  Cornell,  Columbia, 
Lafayette  and  Williams. 

— It  has  been  decided  by  the  managers  of 
the  Cornell  and  University  of  Pennsylvania 
crews  to  hold  an  annual  eight-oared  race  over 
a three-mile  course  on  the  Thames. 

— The  governing  board  of  Harvard  Uni- 
versity regards  the  optional  system  of  attend- 
ance at  prayers  and  recitations  as  a failure,  and 
it  recommends  compulsory  attendance. 

— The  Senior  Class  of  Williams,  having  held 
two  elections  of  class  officers,  and  the  men 
elected  each  time  having  resigned,  has  decided 
to  have  no  class  officers,  and  also  to  abolish 
Class  Day  at  their  graduation. 

— The  University  of  Los  Angeles  will  erect 
an  observatory  with  a telescope  having  a clear 
aperture  of  forty-two  inches,  on  Wilson’s 
Peak.  California  will  thus  have  three  obser- 
vatories with  the  largest  telescopes  in  the 
world. 

— The  entire  edition  of  1,000  copies  of 
“Technique,”  the  annual  publication  of  the 
students  of  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of 
Technology,  was  sold  within  two  hours.  What 
a paradise  Technology  would  be  for  Epitome 
editors! 


— The  first  copy  of  The  Collegian,  the  new 
monthly  magazine  issued  under  the  auspices 
of  the  New  England  Inter-Collegiate  Press 
Association,  has  reached  us  brim  full  of  inter- 
esting and  excellent  literary  work.  If  The  Col- 
legian maintains  the  standard  of  its  first  num- 
ber, it  will  fill  a want  long  felt  in  the  field  of 
college  journalism. 

— A challenge  has  been  received  by  the 
Yale  ’Varsity  crew  to  row  the  university  crew 
of  the  Dublin  University,  provided  the  Yale 
crew  goes  over  to  Plngland  this  Spring  to  row 
Cambridge.  No  action  has  as  yet  been  taken 
on  the  matter  but  the  sentiment  is  in  favor  of 
accepting  the  challenge,  in  case  the  Yale  crew 
goes  over  to  England. 

Princeton  College  is  to  have  a scientific 
expedition  next  Summer  under  Professors 
Scott  and  Osborn.  The  expedition  will  go  to 
the  Bad  Lands  of  Oregon,  for  the  purpose  of 
collecting  fossils  for  the  departments  of  Palaeon- 
tology and  Geology.  It  is  to  be  limited  to 
eight  students,  to  be  chosen  from  the  two 
higher  classes,  preference  to  be  given  to  the 
seniors.  Their  expenses  will  be  partly  de- 
frayed by  the  United  States  Government  and 
the  State. 

— At  Worcester  there  is  a portable  house, 
to  be  used  by  the  Harvard  astronomical  party 
in  their  South  American  expedition.  The 
building  is  made  of  heavy  paper  and  canvas, 
sheets  being  stretched  upon  a frame  of  pine 
scantling  three-quarters  of  an  inch  wide  and 
half  an  inch  thick.  It  is  built  in  small  sec- 
tions, so  that  it  can  be  easily  and  cheaply 
transported.  The  building  when  ready  for 
occupancy  is  18x22  feet.  The  top  is  sur- 
mounted by  a handsome  galvanized  iron 
cupola,  which  is  made  in  movable  sections  for 
the  purpose  of  affording  ventilation.  The 
building  is  divided  into  three  rooms,  and  is 
lighted  by  six  large  windows,  and  has  two  en- 
| trances,  one  on  either  side.

The 
writer  of  the  successful  essay,  if  it  is  deemed 
worthy  of  publication  by  the  committee,  will 
receive  $100,  and  the  essay  will  be  widely 
published  with  the  name  of  the  writer.  All 
essays  must  be  received  at  this  office,  on  or 
before  March  15th,  1889.
